Extension of Present Support Plan 
Approved—Fight Shifts to Senate 


W ASHINGTON, Ju ly 22— (/Pl— A crushing House defeat of its 
controversial farm plan set the administration to work today on sal­ 
vage operations in the Senate. 
With a powerful combination of Democrats and Republicans in 
control, the House late yesterday voted 239 to ITO to kill a proposed 
“ trial run” of the farm subsidy plan of 
Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Brannan on eggs, potatoes and wool. The coalition was led by Rep. 
Gore (D-Tenn), normally an administration follower. It triumphed 
------------------------------- ♦ despite a plea from Speaker Ray­ 
burn (D-Texas) to give the Bran­ 
nan Plan a try. 
Instead, the House voted 383 
to 24 to continue for another year 
the rigid wartime farm price sup­ 
ports at 90 percent 
of 
parity. 
Parity is a computed price intend­ 
ed to give farmers a 
purchasing 
power in fair relationship to the 
cost of things they must buy. 
Today Senator Elmer Thomas 
(D-Okla), chairman of the Sen­ 
ate agriculture committee, 
indi­ 
cated he hoped to turn the tide 
in the Senate, or at least gain a 
compromise. 
Thomas said he will call his 
committee together to “ see what 
we%want to do with the House 
bill.”

psychologists 
are

time honored principles of religion 
phrased in new verbiage 
The psychiatrist, as an illus­ 
tration, will not attempt to bring 
order back into a disordered mind 
until 
the sufferer 
has made 
a 
complete statement of all Imc oast 
activities, 
and 
exposed 
ail 
his 
mistaken 
thinking 
to 
the 
cold 
light of reason. The scientist has 
a 
new 
name 
for 
the 
process. 
He calls it a “mental purge.’’ 
But 
good religion has done exactly the 
same thing for thousands of years, 
calling it a “confession of sin.’’ 
The scientist 
talks about 
re­ 
lieving the sufferer of his “ten­ 
sion,” 
a n d 
t h e 
old-fashioned 
preacher had the same thing in 
mind when he talked about the 
“sense of forgiveness.” 


The Psalmist s Psychology

In similar fashion the Catholic 
confessional 
and 
the Protestant 
pastor have 
been 
dealing 
with 
mental sufferers for centuries and 
producing “cures” as remarkable 
as any that can be credited to the 
scientists. 
And in the Hebrew 
Psalms we make the discovery 
that the spiritual genius of the 
ancient Jew s had arrived at many 
of the same happy outcomes, even 
though they had never heard of 
anything called “psychology.” and 
never even dreamed that there 
was ever to be such a thing as a 
“mental clinic” or a “personality 
adjustment.” 


They begin with a frank and 
honest confession of wrong doing. 
This is good religion and it is al­ 
so good science 
The psychologist 
insists that the sufferer shall look 
at his own mistaken thoughts and 
actions with absolute candor and 
complete honesty. 
No man can 
hope for any sense of inner peace 
who is not willing to be honest 
with himself. 
Honesty with self 
must precede honesty with God. 
There is no real praying that does 
not begin with complete candor 
and a fearless facing of the facts, 
no matter how unpleasant they 
may be. This is exactly what the 
ancient 
psalmist 
does 
in 
his 
psalms, and the person who ac­ 
cepts his leadership will follow 
through on that line and come out 
with released tensions and a re­ 
lieved mind. 


Some Things Cannot be 
Improved 
If these Old Testament Psalms 
and their religious counsel seem 
to be old-fashioned, let us remind 
ourselves 
that 
there 
are 
some 
I things that cannot be improved. 
I There’s the alphabet, for instance. 
No matter how modern we be­ 
come it is sufficient to serve our 
every need. 
And the multiplica­ 
tion tables! 
Even with our im­ 
proved and complicated scientific 
problems, we have no need for 
any better system than they pro­ 
vide. 
Or the spectrum! 
Who 
would suggest that it be brought 
up to date? 


There are moral principles and 
spiritual procedures which have 
been demonstrated by time and 
cannot be improved 
The authen­ 
tication of thousands of years is 
behind them. 
Our problem is not 
to bring them up to date but to 
measure up to them in complete 
honesty and all fidelity. 
This is 
the challenge of these old poems 
of penitence.

The New Yo rk Times recently printed a 
repo rt o n. the 
finding s 
o f a disting uished 
chemist to the effect that the 
wo rld 
can 


suppo rt a po pulatio n o f 15 ,000,000,000 if we 
make the mo st o f o ur chemical kno wledg e. 
He further predicted that meat and eg g s 
will disappear fro m the diet, because a beef 
steer co nv erts o nly abo ut 12 percent o f its j 
fo o d into meat. Chemistry , he went o n, will 
enable us to co nv ert wo o d into sug ar fo r 
human co nsumptio n. 


Sho rtly afterwards, The Times published 
a letter fro m a do cto r emphatically disa­ 
g reeing with this theo ry . His purpo se, he 
wro te, was to po int to the pitfall in taking 
kno wledg e o btained in the field o f chem­ 
istry and apply ing it to human 
nutritio n 
witho ut co nsidering facts o btained in clini­ 
cal medicine. Then he said: “ Research in 
human nutritio n during recent y ears def­ 
initely indicates the superio rity o f animal 
pro tein fo o ds, such as meat and eg g s, o v er 
all o ther fo o ds. Further, there is stro ng ev i­ 
dence indicating that sug ars are no t o nly 
inferio r fo o ds but may -'also be harmful to 
the human o rg anism. . . 
“ The researcher in chemistry kno ws lit­ 
tle o r no thing o f clinical medicine. It is no t 
ex pected that he sho uld. Clinical research­ 
ers are no t ex pected to be chemists. Spe­ 
cializatio n is a 
necessity . 
Ho wev er, 
the 
sto res o f kno wledg e g ained 
fro m 
hig hly 
specialized fields o f research must be ap­ 
plied with the wisdo m that co mes with 
bro ad kno wledg e and understanding .” 
Fo r many y ears, o ptimistic acco unts o f 
the po ssibilities o f ersatz fo o ds made fro m 
wo o d and o ther materials hav e appeared at 
interv als. No ne o f these pro ducts hav e co me 
any where near ex pectatio ns. The animal 
pro tein fo o ds o ccupy a do minant place in 
the American diet, and no thing has appear­ 
ed to dislo dg e them.

New Welding School Here Has Enrollment of 120 Now 
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W a s h i n g t o n C H.. Ohio 


First Class To Be Graduated 
Next Month Made Up Of Veterans 


Sparks are flying from in front 
of welding torches today at the 
Washington C. H. School of Weld­ 
ing, 412 West Court Street. 
And 120 students, most of them 
from Fayette County, are rapidly 
mastering 
the blow 
torch and 
learning something of the metal 
trade. 
First class—24 students—will be 
graduated from the school August j 
i 12 and will take their places in j 
v arious commercial welding jobs. 
Welding instruction for veterans 
of World War II became an aetu- 
; ality in August, 1948, 
when the 
school was officially opened to 
| the first class of students. 
There were only four students 
; then but growth has been rapid, 


j 
Pioneering the welding school 
were Kenneth and 
John Mickle, 
who have been welding for several 
years and always wanted to open 
a school in their home county. 


Body Shop Houses School 
Chosen to house the school was 
the old West Court Street body 
shop, owned by Ralph Hickman, 
The body shop underwent ex­ 
tensive remodeling. Benches and 
equipment were installed, a class­ 
room cut out, and an office built 
in the loft of it. 
Applicants have flocked to the 
school from an area which was 
starving for a Veterans Adminis­ 
tration-approved welding set-up. 
Kenneth Mickle said there were 
about 150 men on the welding list 
seeking entry into the school.

Malaya Gets 
Smuggled Rice 


BANGKOK —(ZP)— Smuggled I 
rice is streaming into Malaya from 
rice-rich Thailand. An estimated j 
22,000 pounds of it, carried by wo- j 
men in small lots aboard trains i 
running from Thailand’s Haadyai 
and Sungei Koro stations arrive at i 
Padang Besar, inside the Malayon 
border, every month, according to 1 
business sources. 
In 
rice-hungry 
Malaya 
the j 
cereal fetches three times its cost 
at the rice districts of Songkla and I 
Haadyai. The rice gets through in I 
spite of vigilance by customs au- I 
thorities at all Thai railway sta- 
tions and despite the presence of 
three or four policemen who travel \ 
on every train to prevent smuggl- ! 
ing. 
Many 
methods 
are 
used 
to j 
smuggle 
rice 
to the 
rich black j 
markets 
of 
rice-short 
foreign I 
counties. Each time one method is ! 
discovered, another is found. Pre- j 
viously the traffickers in Thailand 1 
had used women and little boys: 
who hauled the contraband across I 
the border into Malaya at secluded 
spots. 
Offenders are rarely arrested in 
spite of the great activity in the 
illicit trade. But recently a Thai 
sentenced four rice smugglers to 
IO years imprisonment each.

several 
weeks of 
work and give the students prac­ 
tical experience 
which 
is most 
helpful. 
They are taught flat vetrical 
and over head welds and brazing 
and use

Between 300 and 400 hogs are 
to be packed into every pen in the 
big barn, the sheds “up on t h e ! 
hill” and a tent 40 feet wide and ; 
IOO feet long that is to be put up 
nearby for this year s Fair. 
Walter E. Sollars, the directed 
of the swine exhibit, said the show 
this year should be “a little bigger 
than normal” and that’s the rea­ 
son arrangements have been made 
for the tent to take care of the 
overflow from 
the

quarters. In fact, the 36 pens al­ 
ready are ready and waiting for 
the tent to be raised over them. 
Classes have been arranged for 
six 
breeds--Berkshires,

said. 
While most of the entries will

The show will include big hogs 
that hardly have room to turn a- 
round in their pens, medium siz­ 
ed hogs of market size and little 
pigs.

One thing is 
certain, 
Sollars 
said, “some of the best hogs in the 
country in all breeds w'ill be in 
the show.” This was to emphasize j 
that there would be quality as well 
as quantity. 
The cash awards are not large-- j 
$5 for first prize—but the prestige 
that goes with the ribbons is con- I 
sidered important; for, many of 
the herd owners are in the busi­ 
ness of producing registered swine 
for breeding stock.

The Barrow Show is to be the 
featured special attraction again 
this year. Premiums totalling $400 
have been set up for this. 
There are four cardinal rules ! 
for the Barrow Show: (I) entries 
are open only to Fayette Coun- 
tians; (2) each exhibitor is limited 
to two entries in any class and (3) 1 
all barrows must have been own­ 
ed by the exhibitor at least 60 
days prior to the show.
